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rriHE  Health  of  the  Borough  during  the  year  1875,  was  very 
I  satisfactory — Portsmouth  and  Sunderland,  according  to 

the  returns  of  the  Registrar  General,  being  the  two  healthiest  of 
the  18  large  cities  and  towns  of  England. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
4,509,  and  of  deaths,  2,385,  showing  a  natural  increase  of 
.  population  of  2,124  of  which  number,  1,063  were  males,  and 
1,061  were  females. 

Of  the  births,  2,291  were  males,  and  2,218  were  females, 
making  the  birth-rate  of  the  Borough,  42 '5  per  1,000  of  the 
population — being  the  second  highest  birth-rate  in  the  kingdom. 

Of  the  4,509  children,  whose  births  were  registered  during 
the  year,  550  or  a  little  more  than  12  per  cent,  died  before  the 
;  31st  of  December. 

In  the  four  Registration  Districts,  which  comprise  the 
Borough,  the  birth-rate  was  highest  in  hsorth.  and  South 
Bishopwearmouth,  being  46  T  and  46  T  per  1,000  respectively, 
and  lowest  in  Sunderland  and  Monkwearmouth,  viz.,  37 ’7  and 
36  *7  respectively. 

The  highest  number  of  births  was  registered  in  the  first  and 
third  quarters  of  the  year,  namely,  1,187  and  1,182,  the  lowest 
number,  1,068,  being  registered  in  the  last  quarter. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  within  the  Borough 
during  the  year  was  2,385,  of  which  1,228  were  males,  and 
1,157  were  females,  making  the  death-rate  of  the  Borough 
during  the  year  22 *4  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared 
with  a  rate  of  23*6  in  the  year  1874.  Of  the  2,385  deaths, 
1,163  were  those  of  children  under  5  years  of  age,  of  which 
number  763  were  under  a  year  old.  741  persons  died  between 
the  ages  of  50  and  60  years.  396  between  60  and  80, 
78  between  80  and  90,  and  7  between  90  and  100  years  old. 


births. 
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Notwithstanding  a  severe  and  fatal  Epidemic  of  T V  hooping 
Cough,  and  an  estimated  increase  of  3,000  to  the  population,  the 
total  number  of  deaths  was  50  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  each  week  during  the 
year  ranged  from  32  in  the  week  ending  June  5th,  to  64  m  the 
weeks  ending  March  2nd  and  October  20th. 

There  was  a  decrease  of  Mortality  in  each  of  the  four 
registration  districts  into  which  the  Borough  is  divided. 

In  the  Sunderland  District,  where  the  population  is  very 
dense,  and  the  people  themselves  belong  to  the  very  lowest  class 
of  society,  the  death-rate  which  a  few  years  ago  used  to  he  at 
the  rate  of  30  per  1,000,  last  year  was  hut  24ffi.  This  reduction 
of  the  rate,  without  douht,  being  due  to  the  carrying  out  of  the 
Town  Improvement  Bill,  by  which  all  the  old  fever  dens,  and 
close  lanes  and  alleys,  have  been  swept  away ;  and  it  may  be 
noted,  as  a  remarkable  fact,  that  in  this  district,  which  was 
formerly  never  free  from  Typhus,  only  2  deaths  from  Eever  were 
registered  during  the  year ;  and  that,  from  the  returns  made 
weekly  by  Dr.  Evans,  the  able  Poor  Law  Medical  Officer  of  that 
district,  no  pauper  cases  of  Eever  were  under  his  treatment 

during  the  whole  of  the  year. 

In  North  Bishopwearmouth  District,  the  death-rate  was  24  6 
per  1,000,  being  the  same  as  that  of  Sunderland ;  but  it  must 
be  remembered  that  in  this  district  the  Workhouse  is  situated, 
into  which  paupers  are  admitted  from  all  parts  of  the  Union. 
The  Workhouse  Eever  Hospitals  are  also  in  this  district,  into 
which  persons  suffering  from  Infectious  Diseases  are  admitted. 
During  the  year,  122  deaths  took  place  in  the  Workhouse 
Hospitals,  which  increased  the  death-rate  of  the  district  from 

20*4  to  24’6. 
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An  outbreak  of  Typhus,  caused  by  overcrowding  and 
unsanitary  condition  of  premises,  occurred  m  this  district  m  the 
early  part  of  the  year,  but  the  further  progress  of  the  disease 
was  happily  checked  by  the  removal  of  a  whole  family  of  6  ■ 
persons  to  the  Fever  Hospital,  and  the  thorough  cleansing  and 
disinfection  of  the  house. 
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In  South  Bishopwearmouth  District,  which  is  becoming  report. 
J  densely  populated,  the  death-rate  was  23 -3  per  1,000  ;  hut  by 
|  deducting  the  44  deaths  which  took  place  in  the  Infirmary, 

|  which  is  situated  in  the  district,  the  rate  is  reduced  to  22*0  per 

,  1,000. 

The  Monkwearmouth  District,  which,  during  the  previous 
i  year  or  two,  had  been  exceptionally  healthy,  and  had  the  lowest 
ij  death-rate  of  any  portion  of  the  Borough,  maintained  its 
jj  enviable  position  last  year  with  a  death-rate  so  low  as  17 ‘4  per 
1,000  as  against  a  rate  of  18*5  in  the  year  1874.  Two  outbreaks 
:f  of  Typhus  Fever,  caused  by  overcrowding,  took  place  in  this 
district  during  the  year,  but  by  prompt  action,  and  the  isolation 
and  the  removal  of  the  patients  to  Hospital,  the  further  progress 
of  the  disease  was  checked. 

Turning  our  attention  to  the  causes  of  death,  we  find  that  of  causes  of 
the  2,385  deaths  21  were  ascribed  to  Typhus  and  Enteric  or  7  7“ 

Typhoid  Fever  respectively,  61  to  Scarlatina,  133  to  Whooping  Dlse!Xses* 
Cough,  141  to  Diarrhoea,  8  to  Diphtheria,  and  5  to  Measles,  and 
none  to  Smallpox,  making  a  total  of  390  deaths  from  the  seven 
principal  forms  of  Zymotic  disease,  being  equal  to  a  death-rate  of 
3*6  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  forming  16*3  per  cent,  of 
the  total  deaths. 

The  deaths  from  this  class  of  diseases  show  a  decrease  to  the 
number  of  70  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  decrease 
being  in  number  as  follows  : — Fever,  11,  Scarlatina,  79,  Measles, 

54,  Diarrhoea,  24,  and  Diphtheria,  5 ;  against  these  must  be 
placed  the  increased  number  of  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough, 
from  which  disease  133  children  died,  as  against  17  only  in 
1874. 

In  all  cases  of  deaths  from  infectious  or  contagious  diseases, 
and  also  in  cases  of  illness  from  such  diseases,  brought  under 
the  notice  of  the  Medical  Officer,  careful  enquiry  was  made  as 
to  the  predisposing  and  existing  causes  of  the  disease,  the 
premises  occupied  by  the  patients  were  visited,  notices  served  to 
cleanse  and  disinfect  the  same,  and  proper  instructions  given  as 
to  the  best  means  to  be  adopted  to  prevent  the  further  progress 
of  such  disease, 
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In  22  instances,  the  rooms  were  disinfected  by  one  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  688  houses  and  rooms  were  visited  by 
the  Medical  Officer  and  Sanitary  Inspectors  on  account  of 
infectious  diseases  prevailing  therein. 

That  Zymotic  Diseases  might  be  to  a  very  great  extent 
stamped  out  or  prevented,  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt,  provided 
Local  Sanitary  Authorities  were  provided  with  the  power 
necessary  for  carrying  out  such  a  process,  hut  as  the  law  at 
present  exists,  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  preventing  the 
spread  of  infectious  disease  are  very  great,  arising  principally 
from  the  inability  of  obtaining  accurate  information  as  to  the 
first  outbreak  of  such  disease.  True  it  is  that  the  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  receive  intimation  from  the  Registrars 
immediately  a  death  from  infectious  disease  is  registered,  and 
also  from  the  Poor  Law  and  a  few  other  Medical  Practitioners,  of 
all  cases  coming  under  their  care,  but  scores  of  cases  which  arise 
are  never  reported  to  him  at  all,  either  by  the  medical  man  in 
attendance,  or  by  the  relatives  of  the  patients — as  a  consequence 
of  which  no  preventative  means  can  be  taken,  the  disease  is 
communicated  to  other  persons,  and  so  carried  to  all  parts  of  the 
town.  Time  after  time  has  this  been  proved  to  be  the  case 
during  the  past  year,  especially  with  reference  to  Scarlatina  and 
Fever,  and  the  sooner  some  additional  power  was  given  to  Local 
Authorities,  the  better.  It  should  be  made  obligatory  on  every 
householder  to  give  immediate  information  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  of  the  existence  of  any  infectious  disease  in  his  house, 
and  also  upon  every  Medical  man  in  attendance  upon  a  person 
suffering  from  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  to  give  notice  to 
the  same  officer  of  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  so 
suffering,  for  which  notice  he  should  be  entitled  to  a  fee; 
further  than  this,  some  mark  should  be  placed  upon  a  house  in 
which  infectious  disease  exists,  and  any  person,  except  those  in 
attendance  upon  the  patient,  found  entering  such  house,  should, 
on  summary  conviction,  be  liable  to  a  fine.  A  regulation,  such  as 
proposed,  might  seem  at  first  sight  to  be  somewhat  arbitrary,  and 
an  infringement  of  the  liberty  of  the  subject,  but  the  utterly, 
one  might  almost  say  criminally,  reckless  manner  in  which 
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women  with  children  enter  infected  houses,  and  carry  disease  and  report. 
death  to  themselves  and  their  neighbours,  requires  the  application 
of  a  sharp  remedy.  Men,  among  the  lower  classes,  are  very 
much  more  careful  in  regard  to  infection  than  women — many  of 
whom,  regardless  of  consequences  to  themselves  or  their 
families,  rush  into  infected  houses,  either  to  gratify  an  idle 
curiosity,  or  to  take  part  in  a  wake,  or  such  like  carousal.  To 
give  one  instance,  out  of  many  : — only  recently,  a  young  man 
came  home  ill  from  sea,  and  died  of  Typhus  Fever;  on  the 

Inspector  visiting  the  house  after  the  funeral,  for  the  purpose  of 

* 

disinfecting  it,  he  found  a  number  of  women  sitting  drinking  in 
the  room  in  which  the  patient  had  died  ;  he  remonstrated  with 
them  to  no  purpose ;  they  would  not  leave,  so  he  at  once  set 
fire  to  some  sulphur, — the  sulphurous  acid  fumes  soon  became 
unbearable,  when  they  rushed  out,  carrying  their  bottles  with 
them.  In  another  instance,  Scarlatina  broke  out  in  a  shop  at 
the  corner  of  a  street ;  the  circumstance  was  kept  very  quiet, 
and  no  information  was  given  to  any  one,  the  result  being  that 
scarcely  a  family  in  the  whole  street  escaped,  between  30  and 
40  persons  of  all  ages  being  attacked  by  the  disease,  which 
fortunately,  however,  was  only  fatal  in  one  case.  I  mention 
these  two  cases  just  to  show  how  necessary  it  is  that  some 
additional  power  should  be  given  to  Local  Authorities  in 
reference  to  outbreaks  of  Zymotic  diseases. 


On  reference  to  the  Mortality  Table,  it  will  be  observed  that  Diseases  of  the 

Lungs. 

of  the  2,385  deaths,  384  were  referred  to  Diseases  of  the  Lungs 
and  Air  Passages,  of  which  number  194  were  males  and  190 
were  females.  The  mortality  was  greatest  in  children  under  a 
year  old,  66  males  and  49  females  having  died  under  that  age. 

At  all  other  ages,  the  proportion  between  the  sexes  was  pretty 
equal.  Diseases  of  the  Eespiratory  Organs  are  of  course 
attributable  to  causes  over  which  Sanitary  Authorities  have  no 
control.  At  the  same  time,  there  is  not  the  least  doubt  that  the 
mortality  of  children  arising  from  these  diseases  might  be 
considerably  diminished,  were  more  attention  paid  by  parents 
and  guardians  to  the  clothing  of  the  little  ones,  as  no  one  can 
have  failed  to  observe  from  time  to  time  how  hundreds  of 
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children  run  about  our  streets  clothed  in  a  manner  totally 
inadequate  to  protect  them  at  inclement  seasons  of  the  year. 


This  remark  does  not  apply  exclusively  to  the  children  of  the 
poor,  but  also  to  those  of  the  better  classes  of  society,  who  are 
allowed  to  go  about  only  partially  clothed,  with  a  view  to  their 


being  “  hardened,”  as  it  is  popularly  called.

Phthisis,  or  Tubercular  Disease  of  the  Lungs,  proved  fatal  to 
177  persons,  97  of  whom  were  males,  and  80  were  females. 
During  the  last  three  years  there  has  been  a  gradual  decrease  in 
the  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  in  our  town, 
notwithstanding  a  considerable  increase  of  population. 

The  respective  rates  per  1,000  for  the  year  1873,  74,  and  75, 
having  been  2’0,  1'8,  and  P6. 

In  the  Metropolis,  this  disease  causes  about  a  seventh  of  the 
deaths  at  all  ages ;  in  Sunderland,  it  causes  a  fourteenth  of  the 
deaths  at  all  ages ;  so  that  the  mortality  from  this  disease  in 
London  is  twice  as  great  in  proportion  to  population  as  in  our 
own  Borough. 

As  has  already  been  stated,  of  the  total  number  of  deaths 
recorded,  1,163,  or  nearly  one  half,  were  those  of  children  under 
5  years  of  age,  of  which  number  763  were  under  a  year  old. 
The  principal  forms  of  Zymotic  Disease  caused  the  deaths  of 
316  children,  of  this  number,  129  died  from  Whooping  Cough, 
124  from  Diarrhoea,  39  from  Scarlatina,  13  from  Fevers,  8  from 
Diphtheria,  and  3  from  Measles. 

The  remarks  already  made  respecting  Zymotic  Diseases 
generally,  apply  with  great  force  to  that  class  of  disease  as 
affecting  children.  Take,  for  instance,  the  case  of  Whooping 
Cough.  This  disease  is  treated  so  lightly,  that  children  even  of 
the  higher  classes,  who  ought  to  know  better,  are  allowed  to  go 
about  the  streets  and  associate  with  their  playfellows,  without 
the  least  regard  to  consequences,  as  if  it  was  a  disease  fraught 
with  no  danger  either  to  themselves  or  others,  and  yet  we  see 
how  great  was  the  slaughter  of  the  innocents  from  this  disease 
alone. 
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Diarrhoea  carried  off  124  children,  87  of  whom  were  under  a  report. 
;  year  old,  and  of  which  number  49  had  been  brought  up  on  the  Diarrhoea, 
j  “bottle.”  There  was  a  considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of 
if:  deaths  from  this  disease  as  compared  with  the  previous  year, 
fi  this  result  being  in  my  opinion  to  some  extent  due  to  the 
1  better  quality  of  the  Milk  supply ;  the  proceedings  against  the 
|  Milk-sellers  under  the  Adulteration  of  Food  Act  having  resulted 
tj  in  the  selling  of  fairly  good  Milk,  instead  of  Milk  adulterated 
I  with  from  15  to  40  per  cent,  of  water. 

I  ' 

Scarlatina,  which  was  so  fatally  prevalent  in  1874,  proved  fatal  Scarlatina, 
in  39  instances  last  year.  In  8  of  these,  the  disease  was 
contracted  by  the  children  being  permitted  to  visit  houses  where 
the  disease  was  known  to  exist.  In  24  instances,  the  children 
took  ill  while  attending  school.  In  addition  to  the  deaths  from 
this  disease,  a  considerable  number  of  cases  of  illness  were 
reported — several  of  which  would  have  been  prevented  had 
ordinary  precaution  been  taken  at  the  first  appearance  of  the 
disease.

was  9|-  months. 


The  average  age  at  death  of  persons  aged  5  years  and 
upwards,  was  49  years. 

From  the  returns  made  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  sickness  and 
Medical  Charities  and  Poor  Law  Districts,  it  would  appear  that  Deaths* 
during  the  year  1875,  8,222  persons,  or  7f  per  cent,  of  the 
entire  population  of  the  Borough,  received  gratuitious  Medical 
and  Surgical  aid.  Of  this  number,  5,650  persons,  or  5  J  per  cent, 
of  the  population,  were  recipients  at  the  hands  of  the  Medical 
Charities  of  the  town,  and  2,572  persons  were  under  the  care 
of  the  Poor  Law  Medical  Officers. 


Of  the  5,650  persons  who  were  patients  at  the  several 
Medical  Institutions,  165  died;  44  of  which  Deaths  took  place 
in  the  Infirmary,  and  of  the  2,572  pauper  cases,  260  died,  122 
of  which  Deaths  occurred  in  the  Workhouse. 

B 
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In  considering  these  facts,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the 
social  conditions  of  persons  treated  as  paupers,  an  ® 
of  the  diseases  from  which  they  suffer,  are  wide  y  differ 
from  those  of  that  class  who  become  patients  at  the  Med Ucd 

Institutions, -these  differences  being  more  than  sufficient  to 

account  for  the  Mortality  in  the  one  being  greater  m  propoi  ion 
to  that  in  the  other. 

The  Sanitary  condition  of  the  town  during  the  year  has  been 
carefully  looked  after,  and  every  means  taken,  as  far  . 
practicable  under  existing  arrangements,  to  have  P™ e 
l  a  healthy  condition,  and  to  have  every  cause  removed  which 
was  calculated  to  produce  disease  or  impair  health. 

During  the  year,  9,405  notices  were  served  by  the  Inspectors 
for  the  Sanitary  amendment  of  houses  and  premises,  and  269 
persons  were  summoned  before  the  Magistrates  for  the  infringe^ 
Lent  of  the  Public  Health  and  other  Acts  of  Par  lament,  of 
which  number  167  were  convicted  and  fined;  in  92  instances, 
the  summonses  were  withdrawn  on  payment  of  costs-tlie 
nuisance  having  been  abated  after  issue  of  summonses. 

Twenty-four  seizures  of  unsound  meat  and  fruit  were  made 
during  the  year,  consisting  of  5,020  lbs  of  beef,  mutton,  and 
pork,  and  between  3  and  400  lbs.  of  apples,  pears  &c.  Five 
persons  were  summoned  under  the  Adulteration  of  Food  Act, 
one  of  whom  was  fined  10s.  and  costs,  and  the  others  were 

dismissed  with,  a  caution. 

Seven  summonses  were  issued  for  smoke  nuisance,  in  which 
2  orders  were  made  to  abate  such  nuisance,  the  remainder  being 

dismissed. 

The  Common  Lodging  Houses  have  been  inspected  both  by 
day  and  night,  and  have  during  the  year  been  kept  in  a  very 
Ja  and  cleanly  condition,  and  compare  most  favourably 
the  majority  of  tenemented  houses  m  the  Boroug  . 

The  Public  Bakehouses,  Slaughter  Houses,  &c.,  have  received 
their  full  share  of  attention,  but  in  no  case  has  it  been  foun 
necessary  to  take  proceedings  respecting  them.

With  regard  to  the  general  cleansing  of  the  town,  it  may  he 
remembered  that  in  1874  a  recommendation  was  made  by  me  to 
the  Health  Committee  to  the  following  effect : — 

“  That  in  order  to  secure  a  thorough  and  systematic  cleansing 
of  the  Ash-pits,  so  that  the  town  may  be  kept  in  a  cleanly  and 
healthy  condition,  and  free  as  far  as  possible  from  accumulation 
of  animal  and  vegetable  refuse,  so  fruitful  in  the  production  and 
spread  of  disease,  the  cleansing  of  such  ash-pits  should  be 
undertaken  and  paid  for  out  of  the  rates,  as  is  done  in  nearly 
every  large  town  in  the  neighbourhood.” 

On  the  motion  of  Councillor  Storey,  a  Committee  was 
appointed  to  consider  the  question  of  taking  into  the  hands  of 
the  Corporation  the  whole  of  the  cleansing  of  the  town. 
That  Committee  reported  to  the  Council — 

1st. — That  the  existing  arrangements  in  Sunderland  for 
cleansing  are  most  defective,  and  should,  on  Sanitary  and 
Economic  grounds,  be  remodelled. 

2nd. — That  the  Corporation  should  undertake  the  systematic 
cleansing  of  the  town. 

This  report,  of  which  the  above  is  a  short  summary,  was 
received  and  approved  by  the  Council ;  and  the  provisions  of  a 
scheme  for  the  cleansing  of  the  Borough  on  the  Manchester  and 
Rochdale  systems  are  now  being  prepared,  so  that  in  a  few 
months'  time,  it  may  be  hoped,  it  will  be  put  into  operation  in 
one  or  more  portions  of  the  Borough,  whereby  the  health  and 
comfort  of  the  inhabitants  will  be  greatly  benefitted. 

The  advisability  of  registering  Slaughter  Houses  has  engaged 
the  attention  of  the  Health  Committee,  but  so  far  it  has  not 
been  deemed  necessary  to  carry  out  such  a  system.  In  my  own 
opinion,  the  erection  of  a  Public  Slaughter  House  or  Abattoir 
on  the  North  side  of  the  river,  in  which  all  animals  could  be 
slaughtered  on  arriving  in  the  town,  would  be  a  great  public 
benefit.  The  driving  of  cattle  through  crowded  streets  is 
dangerous,  and  the  open  manner  in  which  slaughtering  is  now 
carried  on  in  shops  is  an  outrage  on  public  decency,  and 
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calculated  to  liave  a  demoralizing  effect  upon  the  people, 
slaughtering  of  cattle  in  shops  is  to  he  allowed,  it  should  only 
he  done  at  a  time  when  the  streets  are  comparatively  empty, 
viz.,  between  11  p.m.  and  5  a.m. 

Adulteration  During  the  year,  59  articles  of  food  and  drink  were  submitted 
F°0<L  to  me  for  analysis,  namely— 31  samples  of  Milk,  1 3  of  Whiskey 

and  Bum,  7  of  Mild  and  Bitter  Ales,  3  of  coloured  Sweetmeats, 
and  one  each  of  Mustard,  Blour,  Arrowroot,  Condensed  Milk, 

and  Y\r ater. 

Of  the  31  samples  of  Milk,  it  was  only  found  necessary  to 
prosecute  m  three  instances,  in  one  1 8  per  cent,  of  w  atei  had 
been  added,  for  selling  which  as  pure  Milk  the  seller  was  fined 
10s.  and  costs.  In  two  cases  in  which  11  and  12  per  cent,  of 
water  had  been  added,  the  sellers  were  discharged  with  a 
caution,  and  in  two  similar  cases  the  purchaser  declined  to 

prosecute. 

From  the  results  of  the  analyses,  it  may  be  stated  that  the 
Milk  now  sold  in  the  Borough  shows  a  marked  contrast  to  that 
sold  at  the  time  when  the  Adulteration  of  Food  Act  was  first 
put  into  operation.  At  that  time,  60  per  cent,  of  the  samples 
submitted  for  analysis  were  found  to  be  adulterated  by  the 
addition  of  water  varying  in  quantity  from  10  to  40  per  cent. ; 
whereas,  during  the  past  year  15  per  cent,  only  were  adulterated, 

and  that  in  a  much  less  degree. 

The  quality  of  the  Spirits  analysed  varied  in  strength 
from  13  to  36 J  under  proof.  The  samples  were  examined 
chemically  and  microscopically,  but  no  adulteration  was  found. 

The  samples  of  Mild  and  Bitter  Ales,  although  varying 
considerably  in  the  amount  of  absolute  Alcohol,  hi  alt  Extract, 
and  free  Acids  they  contained,  were  found  free  from  adulteration. 

The  coloured  Sweetmeats  were  found  not  to  have  been 
coloured  with  any  poisonous  ingredient. 

The  sample  of  "Water  obtained  from  a  well  in  Bishopw  ear- 
mouth  Cemetery,  and  which  had  occasionally  been  drank  by 
persons  visiting  that  place,  was  found  to  be  charged  with  a 
considerable  amount  of  organic  matter,  and  quite  unfit  foi 
drinking.
